The delivery on Saturday 
morning of the first “All-Up” 
mail from England _ brings 
Hongkong into line with other 
parts of the Empire, , That it is 
possible to despatch @ letter 
from Hongkong to England by 
air at the nominal fee of fifteen 
cents ig reason for satisfaction, 
and expressions of any senti- 
ment other than gratification 
would, at this early stage in the 
development of the Empire Mail 
scheme, appear somewhat gra- 
tuitous. Nevertheless, comment 
ig necessary, on one or two 
points, if only to remove cause 
for future complaint. The deci- 
sion of the postal authorities 
that First Class mail cannot be 
sent other than by air to those 
parts of the Empire included in 
‘the “All-Up” ~ scheme will,- -we 
ure sure, give Tise to opposition 
from business ‘houses who 
utilise the mails for despatch- 
ing and receiving valuable 
documents. Although modern 
aviation has reached limits of 
pufety almost comparable to 
those of other ‘types of com- 
munication, there is neverthe- 
less risk that mails can be 
irretrievably lost: By a peculiar 
coincidence, the first “AJl-Up” 
mail to Hongkong on Saturday 
brought letters posted in Lon- 
don‘ on September 25, 1936, 
comprising portion of the Hong- 
kong wir mail lost when the 
air-liner Boadicen plunged into 
the Channel. A bag containing 
‘Hongkong = mail ‘was recovered 
from’ the sea by a_ fishing 
trawler .near Dungeness; the 
rest of the mail has never been 
found. Hongkong mail, includ- 
ing registered mail,’ was also 
lost in the City of Khartoum 
disaster in the Mediterrancan 
last year and, more recently, in 
the Hawaiian Clipper tragedy 
in mid-Pacific. To leave Hong- 
kong business houses’ with no 
alternative but to despatch 
valuable and irreplaceable docu- 
ments by air is, under the cir- 
cumstances, inviting protest. 
It is not hard to envisage a 
Hongkong merchant, or even i 
Hongkong Government depart- 
ment, ‘ sending valuable docu- 
ments to Macao or,Gnnton for 
re-posting to England, in order 
to overcome the slight danger

Once of the. blind owners was cx- 
plaining to.me'a subtle point in 
his. own guide dog's performance. 
“ Yes," I told him; “I can see that 
their work 4s wonderful.” 

“I know you think you can,” he said, 
with his odd. seeret sort of smile: 
“but, belicve me, o man has to be 
blind to be able to sce just how won- 
derful tho dogs’ work Is,” 

Tho scemingly paradoxical words 
will not be forgotien by me; no, nor 
the expression in the eycs of Nan, the 


gulde dog—a bitch—ns she looked up. 


to the face of the man who would 
“never be able to eee her.

The delivery on Saturday 
morning of the first “AN-Up” 
mai! from England brings 
Hongkong into line with other 
parts of the Empire. That it is 
possible to despatch % letter 
from Hongkong to England by 
air at the nominal fee of fifteen 
cents is reason for satisfaction, 
and expressions of any senti- 
ment other than gratification 
would, at this early stage in the 
development of the Empire Mail 
scheme, appear somewhat gra- 
tuitous. Nevertheless, comment 
ig .necessary, on one or two 
points, if only to remove cause 
for future complaint. The deci- 
sion of the postal authorities 
that First Class mail cannot be 
sent other than by air to those 
parts of the Empire included in 
the “All-Up” scheme will, 
are sure, give rise to opposition 
from business houses who 
utilise the mails for despatch- 
ing and receiving valuable 
cocuments. Although modern 
aviation has reached limits of 
safety almost comparable to 
those of other types of com- 
munication, there is neverthe- 
less risk that mails can be 
irretrievably lost. By a peculiar 
coincidence, the first “All-Up” 
miail to Hongkong on Saturday 
brought letters posted in Lon- 
don on September 26, 1936, 
comprising portion of the Hong- 
kong air mail- lost when the 
nir-liner Boadicea plunged into 
the Channel. A bag containing 
Hongkong mail was recovered 
from the: sea by a fishing 
trawler near Dungencss; the 
rest of the mail has never been 
found. Hongkong mail, inelyd- 
ing’ registered mail, was also 
lost in the’ City of Khartoum 
disaster, in the Mediterrancan 
last year and, more recently, in 
the Hawaiian Clipper tragedy 
in mid-Pacific. To leave Hong- 
kong business houses with no 
alternative but. to despatch 
valuable and. irreplaceable docu- 
ments by sir is, under the cir- 
cumstances, inviting protest. 
It is not hard to envisage: a 
Hongkong merchant, or even a 
Hongkong: Government depart- 
ment, sending valuable docu- 
ments to Macao or Canton for 
re-posting to England, in order 
to overcome the slight danger 
or loss attendant upon air trans- 
portation. The only solution 
appears to be the suggestion— 
and it is one - worthy of con- 
sidoration—that. registered mail 
should be permitted to go for- 
‘ward, at the option of the 
sender, .by alternative routes.
